Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there are no claims which are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

Claims 39 and 47 are not 
generic because claim 39 includes language directed to "two dividing 
elements... extending away from each other" and claim 47 includes claim language 
similar to claim 39 and further includes "substantially horizontally extending base". 
These claimed features are not generic to all species. Further, Figures 16-18 are 
distinct from each other because a single drawing can not show all the features of 
Figures 16-18. Additionally, Figure 16 includes a continuous base, not shown in Figure 
18, Figure 17 includes an elevated wood structure not shown in Figures 16 and 18, and 
Figure 18 includes a non-continuous base.
